E arly last July a small party of riders was encamped 
on the plateau which lies between Tu nbling Creek 
Glacier and the gap in the Vermilion Range of the Cana¬ 
dian Rockies known as the Wolverine Pass. The day 
was warm and conducive to sleep, and. because on this 
account one of the party dozed and dreamed and later 
caused the other members of the party to enthuse over 
his dream, there gathered in the Yoho Valley of British 
Columbia a week since, two hundred and six prominent 
Canadians, Americans and Europeans, calling themselves 
Trail Riders of the Canadian Rockies. Each had 
qualified for membership in the Order by riding at one 
time or another not less than fifty miles through the 
Rockies on horseback. 

This unique gathering, recording as it did the first 
attempt to form an association of mounted mountain 
climbers was characterized by Dr. Charles W. .Walcott, 
aead of the Smithsonian Institute of Washington and 
aonorary president of the Trail Riders, as a step which 
will prove one of the greatest international attractions. 

The attendance at the First Annual Ride of the Trail, 
Riders exceeded by far the most sanguine hopes of the 
organisers, but fortunately, Yoho Camp, that beautiful 
tillage of chalets a mile above the sea, had been reinforced 
with twenty Indian teepees and a huge Sun Dance Lodge 
which had been erected as camp headquarters by Stony 
Indians under the supervision of Chief Walking-in-the- 
•oad. # 

Only one trail rider left this camp with what could be 
;ermed a legitimate grouch. This was Dr. Walcott who 
Delieves that bears stole the side of mutton which was 
langing at the back of his chalet when he last saw it. 


Riding was, of course, the order of the day, and many 
of the riders, enchanted by the scenery, fell far behind the 
main group and lingered on the heights till night fall. 
In the evenings the mountain enthusiasts gathered in 
the Sun Dance Lodge to talk over the day or to sing and 
dance and otherwise amuse themselves. After the white- 
mans pow-wow on the second night a real Indian pow¬ 
wow was danced by Chief Walking-in-the-road and 
Chief Buffalo-child Long Lance, to the accompaniment 
of Indian singing and the beating of tom-toms by a group 
of Stony braves. 

Altogether the first annual pow-wow of the Trail 
Riders of the Canadian Rockies was a huge success, and 
the organisers believe that henceforth the Canadian 
Rockies will receive the recognition and appreciation 
which is their due.

NORTH WOODS 


Never to the .great Canadian 
North Woids call so insistently:

(Experimental Farm Note) 


Repeated experiments con¬ 
ducted by the Poultry Division 
of the Domnion Experimental 
Farms, both at Ottawa and at 
the branch Farms throughout 
Canada, 'have demonstrated the 
fact that it is far more profit¬ 
able to fatten cockerels before 
putting them on the market, than 
to sell them direct from range. 
The additional profit obtained 
thereby, is due not only to the 
increase in the weight but more 
particularly to the improved 
quality of the flesh, whch al¬ 
ways commands a higher price. 

Crate fattening involves a lit¬ 
tle more time and trouble than 
does fattening in pens or yards, 
but has proven to be the more 
satisfactory and gives greater 
returns. An experiment con¬ 
ducted at the Experimental Farm 
Ottawa, in 19211, showed that the 
average profit (over cost of 
feed) realized om birds fattened 
in crates was almost fifty per 
cent greater than on those fat¬ 
tened in yards. 

No birds showing signs of con¬ 
stitutional weakness should be 
put in the fattening crates, as 
they will be unable to stand 
the confinement and forced feed¬ 
ing. Cockerels of the general 
puirpto/se breeds fatten best in 
crates when they weigh from 
four to five pounds. Before be¬ 
ing placed in the crates they 
should be thoroughly treated for 
lice, and if necessary treated 
again durring the fattening 
deriod. 

Experiments have also shown 
that a home-mixed fattening 
mash gives equally g*ood results 
as a commercial mash and pro¬ 
duces a cheaper gain. Such a 
mash may well be composed of
